A REVOLUTION, or rather return to old and true 
principles, is taking place in the publishing world, 
which should cordially be hailed by every author, 


publisher, and reader, for it is not easy to determine | 


which one shall most be benefited by it. 

It has been said with truth the full value of the 
invention of printing was not perceived until the 
modern newspaper was invented ; and it is extra- 
ordinary publishers should forso many years have 
failed to see the newspaper was but one form of 
book, and should have allowed so prolific a source 
of fortune and so admirable a channel of commu- 
nication with the publication to slip from their 
hands. As aschool to train authors in the most 
difficult of all arts, writing, as a means of laying 
the merits of their publications before the world, 
as a nursery of readers and as a means of greatly 
increasing their income from the two sources of 
advertising and subscription, the newspaper may 
be called invaluable toa publisher. Familiar with 
literary men, the possessor of proof-sheets and 
copyrights, the judge to whom a great variety of 
manuscript is submitted, a publisher is in a posi- 
tion to issue a much more interesting newspaper 
than any other person could hope to do; in this 
way the public would be benefited. More generous 
with money than most persons engaged in com- 
mercial pursuits, a better judge of literary merit 
than the majority of editors, and interested in 
discovering talents, the newspaper issued by a pub- 
lisher would be the source of greater profits to the 
author. If he wrote in the paper, he would be 
better paid ; if his works appeared as books, they 
would meet with larger sale. I have had occa- 
sion before this tc call attention in these columns 
to the variety of periodicals issued by MM. 
Hachette & Co. M. Chaix, the publisher of 
French Bradshaws, has become a publisher of 
Looks as well as railway time-tables. MM. Michel 
Lévy and M. Lacroix issue several periodicals. 
Now a new turn is taken in the same direction. 
Our newspaper publishers are becoming book pub- 
lishers, as if to demonstrate that the newspaper is 
buta species of book, and that newspapers and books 
should go hand in hand. It is only amazing this 
discovery has not been made earlier, when we 
remember so many novels have appeared in news- 
papers, and so many books have been made of 
collected articles which first appeared in news- 
papers. “Le Siécle,” one of the leading political 
néwspapers of Paris, is the publisher of a good 
many hundred books. ‘‘L’illustration,’’ “ Le 
Magasin Pittoresque,” and “ Le Petit Journal” are 
books; and this week the joint-stock company which 
owns “ Le Figaro,” “ Le Petit Figaro,” * Le Figaro 
Programme,” and “Le Grand Journal,’ have 
opened an office for the publication of books. 

The University circles are somewhat agitated by

emolument, which, of right, belongs to rising poor 
young scientific men. M. Serres, a professor at the 
Garden of Plants, being old and infirm, thought 
himself unable to deliver his accustomed course of 
lectures this winter, and resolved to fill his chair. 
He declined selecting M. Georges Pouchet, who bas 


long been his anatomical assistant, and who has | 


repeatedly filled his chair to general satisfaction. 


He selected M. Gervais, a professor at the Sorbonne, | 


already in receipt of some $3000 a year, with the 
hope he would be able to bequeath this chair to 
M. Gervais. The professors of the. Garden of 
Plants agreed to M. Serres’s proposition. The 
scientific world, which still remembers how M. 
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| Gratiolet’s untimely-death was caused by similar 
injustice, gave such unequivocal signs of discon- 
tent at the proposed arrangement, that the Minister 
of Public Instruction interfered and interdicted it, 
Therefore M. Serres recovered health and strength, 
and appeared as usual in his chair. 

I find in one of our periodicals these interesting 
statistics of the libraries of Europe: The Imperial 
Library of Paris contains 1,100,000 volumes and 
80,000 manuscripts. The Library of the Arsenal 
(Paris) contains 200,000 volumes and 5800 manu- 
scripts. The Library of St. Genevieve (Paris) 
contains 155,000 volumes and 2000 manuscripts. 
The Magzarine Library (Paris) contains 150,000 
volumes and 4000 manuscripts. The Sorbonne 
Library (Paris) 80,000 volumes and 900 mann- 
scripts. The Hétel de Ville Library (Paris) 
65,000 volumes. There arein all the libraries of 
France 6,233,000 volumes. Great Britain possesses 
only 1,772,000 volumes in all its libraries.* Italy 
possesses 4,150,000 volumes in all its libraries; 
the volumes are, for the most part, very valuable 
old books on theological and ecclesiastical subjects ; 
there are few modern works among them. Austria 


possesses 2,488,000 volumes in its libraries; 
Prussia, 2,040,000 volumes; Russia, 824,000 


volumes ; Bavaria, 1,268,500 volumes; Belgium, 
510,000 volumes in all its libraries. These figures 
would, if added together, show the total number of 
volumes in all the libraries of Europe to be about 
20,000,000 volames. To read their titles, allowing 
one minute to each title, would take a man nearly 
138,859 days, or nearly 400 years. 

The official statement laid by this Government 
before the French Chambers contains some informa- 
tion which may not be out of place in these col- 
umns. It declares the taste for reading, which is 
becoming more widely diffused among the laboring 
classes, and the increasing abundance of cheap 
publications have required the issue of a consider- 
able number of booksellers’ licenses. The Ist of 
January, 1867, there were 336 political newspapers 
in France, 64 of which were printed in Paris, and 
272 in the provinces. The 31st October, 1867, 
there were 384 political newspapers, of which 74 
were printed in Paris, and 310 in the provinces. 
The 1st January, 1867, the numberof unpolitical 
newspapers was 1435, of which 710 were printed 
in Paris, and 725 in the provinces. The 31st 
October, 1867, the number of unpolitical news- 
papers was 8&6 printed in Paris, and 805 printed 
in the provinces. In 1867 the Government granted 
permission for the publication of 67 new political 
newspapers, of which 29 were to be printed in 
Paris, and 38 in the provinces. During the ten 
first months of 1867, 1608 works were presented 
to the book peddling committee; these works 
consisted of 1111 works and pamphlets, 348 alma- 
nacs, and 149 collections of songs; 1513 of these 
works were licensed to be sold by book peddlers, 
}and a license was withheld from 95 of them. 
The French Academy, besides the “ Dictionnaire 
Historigue de la Langue Nationale” (of which the 
first two numbers have appeared), are now pre- 
paring a new edition of their “ Dictionnaire de 
l’Usage.” The Academy of Inscriptions and Belles 
Lettres have begun to print the 26th volume of 
their ‘Mémoires,’ the 7th and 8th volumes of 
“Mémoires des Savants Etrangers,” the 202d 
volume (2d part) of ‘* Notices et Extraits des Manu-

completed the 25th volume of the “ Histoire Lit- 
téraire de la France,’’? and the 16th volume of 
“Gallia Christiana.”” They undertook, in 1867, 
an important collection, which France seemed 
especially charged withal in consequence of its 
conquest of a portion of Africa, and of its scien- 
tific relations with Egypt, Syria, and Greece, of 
the numerous monuments of Semitic writing French 
museums already possess, and of the studies made 
of these monuments for several years ; this collec- 
tion is a Corpus Inscriptionum Semiticarum. 
The Academy of Sciences have published the 


usual two volumes of their “ Weekly Comptes | 


Rendus,” and a new volume of their “ Mémoires.” 
The Academy of Fine Arts have published anew 
number of their “ Dictionnaire.” During the last 
year an important increase has taken place in the 
collections of the Imperial Library in the way of 
books, manuscripts, engravings, and medals. This 


increase is due partly to the liberality of foreign | 


governments, societies, and tradesmen who con- 
tributed to the Universal Exhibition, and partly to 
the extraordinary subsidies which the French 
Chambers placed at the command of the library. 
These resources enabled it to make precious pur- 








papyrus of the old collection, to the great advan- 
tage of Egyptian studies. A new collection of 
297 Corean manuscripts, given by the Minister of 
the Navy, has been catalogued and classed. 994 
manuscripts of the Latin collection have been 
inventoried, and the publication of the inventory 
of this collection has been continued in the 
“ Bibliothtque de l’Ecole des Chartes.”” Old re- 
ceipts from the Chambre des Comptes, which 
were imperfectly classed, have been put in order, 
to be formed into volumes. 288 tickets of the 
catalogue, prepared in an artistic light, of the 
manuscripts with miniatures and ornaments, 


| have been added to the 2277 tickets already made. 


The summary notice of the monuments exhibited 
in the Cabinet of Medals, engraved stones, and 
antiquities, has been published. The catalogue 
of the medals of the Duke de Luynes’s cabinet 
will soon be issued. The number of learned socie- 
ties of the provinces which contribute to foster 
the intellectual life of France, tend to increase 
every year. They continue to send regularly to 
the Minister of Public Instruction their publi- 
cations. Two new volumes of the “ Revue,” 
devoted to an analysis of these publications, con- 
tain the judgment expressed upon them by the

IV., and Louis XIII., as well as a number of original 
papers relating to the Sforza, their relations with 
Louis XI., and the affairs of Milan in the 13th 
century. It has been able to purchase, too, for the 


promotion of historical and philological studies, a | 
considerable number of original charters and Per- | 


sian, Syriac, Greek, and Georgian manuscripts. 
Another exceptional purchase was made for the 
Cabinet of Medals, namely, a gold coin of Eucra- 
lides, King of Bactriana, which is of remarkable 
execution and preservation, weighing 170 grammes ; 
by its unusual size, and the interest it offers to the 
historian, it holds an exceptional place among the 
largest medals of the continent of Europe. The | 
opening of two reading-rooms, one reserved for 
persons with special permission, the other for the | 
public generally, and open even on Sundays, was 
to have taken place in 1867. It was retarded by | 
changes made in some arrangements, and by the 
preparations for moving, which required the} 
minutest care. These changes are nearly com- | 
pleted, and both reading-rooms will be opened 
early in 1868. The preparation of the catalogue | 
and inventory is actively prosecuted. The print-| 
ing of the 10th volume of the catalogue of books | 
relating to the history of France, interrupted by | 
the necessity of adding all the works of the sup-| 
plementary of Henneguin’s and La Bedoyere’s col- | 
lections and new works, will soon be resumed. | 
The 2d volume of the catalogue of works on the 
Medical Sciences is in press. The Ist volume of 
the catalogue of French Manuscripts is nearly | 
completed, and will soon be published. The cata- | 
logues of the Tamoul, Telinga, Armenian, and | 
Georgian collections are in press. The catalogue | 
of Syriac, Ethiopian, and Coptic Manuscripts has 
been prepared. The Persian Manuscripts, hitherto 
dispersed among several collections, have been | 
brought together. A similar arrangement of | 
Turkish manuscripts has begun to be made. Im-| 
provements have been made in the classification | 
of Chawmpollion, Jr.’s, Manuscripts, and in the| 


received subsidies from the government. The 
meeting of these societies at the Sorbonne was, 
in consequence of the Universal Exhibition, par- 
ticularly interesting this year from the number of 
members present and the variety of questions 
discussed. The printed collections of the “Me- 
moirs” read in these meetings, which first assembled 
in 1861, now form ten volumes. The publications 
undertaken under the superintendence of the 
Committee of Historical Works are sedulously 
prosecuted. The text, and the 36th and last num- 
ber of the plates of M. Albert Lenoir’s “ Statistique 


, Monumentale de Paris,” have been published, com- 


pleting an important work, destined to preserve 
the memory of monuments which daily tend to 
disappear. The last number of the plates of the 
“ Monographie de la Cathédrale de Chartres” has 
likewise appeared. There remains to print only 
the explanatory text, whichis nearly written. The 
“ Dictionnaire Topographique du Haut Rhin,”’ an 
appendix to the “Cartulaire de St. Bertin,” and 
the Ist volume of the “CZuvres de Lagrange” (which 
are printed with the aid of a state subsidy) have 
been published. These works are in press: The 
“Cartulaire de Abbaye de St. Hugues de Gre- 
noble ;’’? Du Cange’s “Recueil de Monuments Relatifs 
& l’Histoire des Familles d’Outre-Mer ;” the Ist 
volume of the “Lettres de Mazarin ;” the 6th 
volume of the “ Lettres de Richelien ;” the 4th 
volume of the “ Recueil des Monuments Inédits 
du Tiers-Etat ;” the “ Dictionnaire Topographique 
du Departement du Gard ;” the “ Répertoire Arché 
ologique du Departement de 1’Yonne ;” the 2d vol- 
ume of the “(uvres de Fresnel ;’’ and the 4th 
volume of the “ (Euvres de Lavoisier.” The print- 
ing, under the superintendence of the Committee 
of the Topography of Gaul, of the “ Dictionary 
of the Ere Celtique” is making progress. The first 
number, containing the letter A with 22 plates, 
has been published. The letters B and C are 
in press. They will form asecond number of the 
size of the first, and will be accompanied with 12 
piates. The map, of which a few copies were 
printed for the Universal Exhibition, will be 
distributed with this number. Excavations have 
successfully been made at several places, and 
especially at Mt. Beuvret, and at the Lac dw 
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Bourget. The studies of the Gallo-Roman epoch 
still continue.’ Some of the scientific and literary 
missions, which were undertaken and not com- 
pleted in 1866, have been continued or resumed 
in 1867. The Rev. Father David, for instance, 
has prosecuted in the least known regions of 
China his zoological and botanical researches, which 


have enriched the Garden of Plants with most valu- | 


able collections. M. Fouqué returned to complete 
his observations of the volcanic phenomena of the 
Ile de Santorin, and he has been able, since recent 
discoveries of ancient remains in the neighborhood, 
to undertake studies which have been of advan- 
tage to archxology and to geology. The examina- 
tion of several libraries and archives of England, 
Italy, Spain, and Portugal, has led to the discovery 
of new documents, which throw new light upon 
French history. M. Charles Miiller, the new editor 


of the “Géographie de Ptolemée,’’ has completed | 


the preparatory labors of his edition by the 


examination he has made at Constantinople of the | 
Greek manuscripts to be found in the libraries of | 
the capital, and by the comparison of these manu- | 


scripts with those he had collected last year in 
several other European libraries. New missions 
were undertaken or ended in 1867. 
made to the Azores Islands, under the superin- 
tendence of M. Sainte Claire Deville, to study the 
volcanic phenomena and geology of these islands, 
has been the object of interesting communications 
made by this learned gevlogist to the Academy of 
Sciences, and has provided him with the materials 
of a forthcoming work. The

these missions to the public, will be on sale 
towards the end of this year. The numerous 
materials collected during the scientific expedition 
to Mexico and Central America are arranged for 
publication. Four important publications relating 
to the zoology and archeology of those countries 
are in course of execution. Valuable collections 
of natural history, brought home by French tra- 
vellers, have enriched French museums and 
public institutions.

ger.’ During that great conflict I had almost en- 
tirely ceased writing for it. But when the war was 
closed, I was not unwilling to seek rest or relaxa- 
tion from the exhausting excitement of public 
affairs, by turning my mind into entirely new chan- 
nels of thought and interest. 

“In this mood I received Mr. Bonner’s proposal 
to write a story for the ‘Ledger.’ Had it been a re- 
quest to carve a statue or build a man-of-war, the 
task would hardly have seemed less likely of accom- 
plishment. A very moderate reader, even, of fic- 
tions, | had never studied the mystery of their 
construction. Plot and counterplot, the due pro- 
portion of parts, the whole machinery of a novel, 
seemed hopelessly outside of my studies. But 
after-considerations came to my relief. I reflected 
that any real human experience was intrinsically 
interesting ; that the life of a humble family for a 
single day, even if not told as skilfully as Words- 
worth sung the humble aspects of the natural 
world, or as minutely faithful as Crabbe depicted 
English village-life, could hardly fail to win some 
interest. The habit of looking upon men as the 
children of God, and heirs of immortality, can 
hardly fail to clothe the simplest and most com- 
mon elements of daily life with importance, and 
even with dignity. Nothing is trivial in the edu- 
cation of the King’s Son! 

“By interesting my readers, if I could, in the 
ordinary experience of daily life among the com- 
mon people, not so much by dramatic skill as by a 
subtle sympathy with nature, and by a certain 
largeness of mora] feeling, I hoped to inspire a 
pleasure which, if it did not rise very high, might, 
on that account, perhaps, continue the longer. I 
had rather know that one returned again and again 
to parts of this most leisurely narrative, than that 
he devoured it all in a single passionate hour, and 
then turned away from it sated and forgetful. 

“T can only wish that all who use the pen might 
fall into hands as kind, as considerate, and as for- 
bearing as Ihave. ‘Norwood’ was mostly written 
in Peekskill. There is not a single unpleasant 
memory connected with it. It was a summer- 
child, brought up among flowers and trees.”

Mr. Taylor’s work, 
therefore, will have need of the excellence attributed 
to it to sustain the comparison with the two last 
accomplished translators. 

Mr. Justin Wixsor—to whose taste and learning 
the readers of “The Round Table” have been in- 
debted from the first—has been chosen superin- 
tendent of the Boston Public Library, in the room 
of Mr. Charles C. Jewett, who died early in January. 

Mr. Apert G. Greens—known to every school. 
boy in the land as the author of “Old Grimes’’— 
devoted much time, it seems, during his later years 
to a humorous poem, into which, says “ The Spring- 
field Republican,” “it was his purpose to weave 
every truly Yankee phrase that he could gather. 
It grew year by year, waxing to a humorous epic.” 
It is intimated, we hope accurately, that it will 
soon be published.

Brinton, A. M., M. D., entitled “The Myths of the 
New World: An Essay on the Symbolism and 
Mythology of the Red Race of America.’? Mr. Brin- 
ton is known as a student of American archeology 
by his previously published work on the antiquities 
of the Floridian peninsula. The same house have | 
in press a translation of Heribert Rau’s musical 
novel of “ Mozart ;’”’ a translation of Taine’s “ Italy,” 
made by Mr. J. Durand, the translator of the same 
author’s “Philosophy of Art ;” a new edition of 
Fritz Reuter’s amusing, indeed delightful, story, 
“In the Year °13;” and translations of “ Faustina 
Hasse,” a German art-novel, by Elise Polko, “ Pro- 
blematic Characters,” by F. Spielhagen, and “ The 
Hohensteins,” by the same author, who ranks very 
high among German novelists. 


A very valuable contribution to archeology is 
Overbeck’s recently published volume, entitled 
“Die antiken Schriftquellen zur Geschichte der 
bildenden Kiinste bei den Griechen.”” Within the 
compass of less than five hundred pages we have 
the literary sources of all our knowledge of Grecian 
art carefully arranged according to periods, and fol- 
lowing in this respect the author’s well-known 
“ Geschichte der griechischen Plastik.” An alpha- 
betical index of artists’ names renders it easy for 
the reader to turn to any passage in the book, and 
thus greatly enhances its practical worth. Those 
who have not a complete classic library within their 
reach, and who wish to consult the original authori- 
ties on the subject of Grecian art, will find in this 
work an admirable aid. Overbeck does for this 
interesting department of study what Preller and 
Ritter have done for Grecian philosophy.—Nation. | 


“ Dig Fortschritte des Unterrichtswesens in den 
Culturstaaten Europas,” by Beer and Hochegger, 
the first volume of which has recently appeared, is | 
an historical and statistical account of the various | 
systems of public instruction in Europe, from the 
primary school to the university.

Sixteen thousand volumes of Jean Ingelow’s 
books were sold in the United States last year. 

“Tse Earthly Paradise,” by William Morris, au- 
thor of that famous poem “ The Life and Death of 
Jason,”’ will shortly be forthcoming; also a volume 
of essays by A. Bronson Alcott. 

But perhaps the most notable book in a popular 
‘way, to be soon issued, will be a volume with the 
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interrogative title of “ Where is the City?” This is 
a record of Israel Knight’s search in quest of the 
true Church. Who Israel Knight is, the public may 
not know, but it is supposed to be the nom de plume 
of an author not unknown to fame. He relates, in 
his “‘ Way to the City,” his experience among the 
Baptists, Congregationalists, Methodists, Episcopa- 
lians, Quakers, Swedenborgians, Spiritualists, Uni- 
versalists, Unitarians, and how he finally found the 
City, with the name, “ The Lord is There.’’ The 
author writes in a very forcible and popular style, 
giving many “hard hits” in a good-natured way. 
This will secure him a wide circle of readers, es- 
pecially with all who are looking towards a visible 
unity of the Church. 

Sate or A Lisrary.—The private library of the 
late Col. George W. Pratt is to be sold by Bangs, 
Merwin & Co. at their reoms, New York, sale to 
commence March 23. The catalogue is in eighty- 
three pages, containing 1275 titles. The books are 
of rather a miscellaneous character, and many of 
them are in foreign languages, especially the ori- 
ental languages. 

Eart Ressett and J. Stuart Mill, M. P., have re- 
spectively published pamphlets on Ireland.

New Books 1n Germayy.—Herr M. J. Von Heug- 
lin has recently published a volume of travels in 
Abyssinia (‘‘ Reise nach Abyssinien’’), made by 
himself and a companion in 1861-2. Their route 
was nearly the same as that which has been or 
must be taken by the English army in the expedi- 
tion against King Theodorus—of whom, by the way, 
Herr Heuglin entertains a rather favorable opinion.

We learn, for instance, that they 
prefer cow-beef; that they employ the Austrian 
dollar as the standard of weight as well as curren- 
cy; that they always paint the devil in profile;

Pontius Pilate! Altogether Herr Heuglin’s work, so 
far as it extends, is the most careful and the best 
executed account of Abyssinia lately published.

Much of 
the matter in the book is in the form of letters, 
written by colored men in Liberia, and giving facts 
and incidents in their own language.

Fourth edition, 
revised, corrected, and enlarged by John Lathrop.

The subject of common carriers is one of frequent 

recurrence in practice, and of great practical import- 
ance. A text-book relating thereto is indispensable 
even to the smallest law library. The work of Mr. 
Angell appeared about twenty years ago, and has 
always maintained a fair reputation. The third 
edition appeared in 1837, since which time many 
questions in this department of the law have been 
agitated in the courts both of England and this 
country. In preparing this, the fourth edition, Mr. 
Lathrop states that he has added sixty pages of new 
matter, containing over a thousand cases not cited 
in the previous edition. The new matter is in the 
form of foot-notes, the original text being left un- 
altered. The additions consist chiefly of brief cita- 
tions from cases and of references to the authorities, 
without much, if any, attempt at original investi- 
gation. The citations, however, which are, after all, 
the main thing required by a practitioner, seem, as 
far as we can judge, to have been brought down to 
date, for we observed on one of the pages a refer- 
ence to a case in the latest volume of the Pennsyl- 
vania State Reports issued when Mr. Lathrop’s 
edition went to press.
